To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  Urban 

District  Council. 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Walton  and  Weybridge  Urban  District  during  1965. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  49,280,  an  increase  of  880. 
The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  271,  leaving  609  of  the  increase 
in  population  attributable  to  inward  migration  as  compared  to  1,402 
in  1964. 

The  birth-rate  was  16.86  compared  to  16.56  in  1964  whilst  the 
corrected  death-rate  of  8.95  was  one  of  the  lowest  recorded  in  recent 
years.  Fourteen  infants  under  one  year  died  during  1965  compared 
to  ten  in  1964.  This  inevitably  causes  a  rise  in  the  infant  mortality 
rate  from  13.23  to  17.86.  It  should  be  emphasised  that  these  rates  do 
tend  to  fluctuate  and  so  long  as  a  downward  trend  is  observed  over  a 
period  of  years  there  are  no  grounds  for  alarm. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  showed  a  rise  from  nine 
to  eleven.  Following  an  incident  of  this  disease  in  a  foreign  pupil  at 
a  boarding  school  all  children  and  staff  were  screened  using  X-rays 
and  skin  tests.  Where  necessary  R.C.G.  vaccination  was  given.  No 
other  cases  were  detected.  As  the  child  concerned  had  not  long  entered 
the  country  it  was  assumed  she  was  already  infected  on  arrival.  This 
would  tend  to  support  the  argument  for  examination  of  immigrants 
in  the  country  of  origin  prior  to  embarkation. 

Of  the  other  infectious  diseases,  measles  and  dysentery  were  the 
most  prevalent.  New  vaccines  against  measles  have  been  announced 
but  it  is  evident  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  not  particularly  enthusi¬ 
astic  about  their  widespread  use  at  the  present  time.  Little  is  known 
about  the  length  and  degree  of  protection  these  vaccines  provide;  in 
addition  there  is  a  slight  risk  of  reaction  from  the  living  attenuated 
virus  vaccine. 

During  the  year  “  Leighdale  ”,  a  large  Weybridge  residence  pur¬ 
chased  and  converted  into  twelve  flatlets  for  elderly  people  by  the 
Erooklands  Housing  Society  assisted  by  a  100  per  cent.  Council 
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mortgage.,  was  opened  by  Lady  Alexander  of  Tunis.  One  of  the  flatlets 
is  occupied  by  the  Warden  and  the  scheme  has  proved  a  great  success. 
The  Brooklands  Housing  Society  have  now  embarked  on  a  further 
project  of  this  kind  in  Weyb ridge.  The  problem  of  old  age  is  a  growing 
one.  We  have  a  clear  duty  to  see  that  the  latter  years  of  old  people  are 
happier  and  that  they  have  a  revered  place  in  our  society.  Those  who 
think  the  solution  to  old  age  is  more  geriatric  hospital  beds  (even  if 
you  could  find  staff  for  them  and  I  doubt  this)  are  clearly  under  a 
delusion.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  the  elderly  ambulant, 
alert  and  healthy.  Physiotherapy  and  ensuring  an  adequate  diet  can 
play  a  great  part  in  this.  If  maintained  in  the  atmosphere  of  their  own 
home  surroundings  the  results  can  be  very  rewarding.  This  is  the 
essence  of  good  preventive  medicine. 

1965  saw  the  opening  of  the  new  indoor  swimming  pool  at  Walton- 
on-Thames.  This  has  proved  a  great  attraction  to  all  sections  of  the 
community,  particularly  the  young,  and  the  Council  is  to  be  congratu¬ 
lated  on  its  foresight  in  taking  this  great  step  forward.  Amenities  of 
this  kind  during  the  years  prior  to  the  war  were  only  available  to 
those  in  cities  or  large  towns.  As  one  who  spent  many  hours  in  Cor¬ 
poration  swimming  pools  I  appreciate  the  wonderful  recreation  they 
provide  for  boys  and  girls. 

During  the  year  a  General  Pratcitioner  Centre  was  opened  at  St. 
Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey.  This  provides  excellent  facilities  for 
Practitioners  to  meet  and  exchange  information.  Periodical  lunch- time 
meetings  are  held  and  a  good  medical  library  is  being  built  up. 

What  does  the  future  hold  in  the  field  of  public  health?  Whilst 
many  scourges  of  the  past  such  as  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tuberculosis  have  been,  or  are  being,  conquered  other  diseases  are 
attracting  our  attention.  Early  detection  of  diabetes,  anaemia,  cancer 
of  the  breast  and  cervix  uteri  are  now  being  added  to  those  diseases 
revealed  by  mass  radiography.  Experimental  multiple  screening 
clinics  are  being  tried  in  various  parts  of  the  country  and  greater  know¬ 
ledge  is  being  accumulated  in  the  field  of  prevention.  With  all  this  in 
view  it  is  a  sad  reflection  that  the  number  of  entrants  to  public  health 
careers  continues  to  dwindle.  This  applies  to  both  medical  officers  and 
public  health  inspectors  and  must  signal  hard  times  ahead. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the  consistent  work  by 
the  members  of  this  department  throughout  the  year.  There  is  reason 
to  believe  that  the  close  links  between  the  general  practitioner  service, 
hospital  service  and  this  department  have  been  strengthened  during 
recent  years.  This  occasion  also  gives  me  the  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elealth  Committee  for  their  help  and 
guidance  at  all  times  both  in  committee  and  outside  it.

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Infant  Mortality. 

Fourteen  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year,  an 
increase  of  four.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  17.86  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  19.00. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Guildford, 
handled  practically  all  the  water,  milk,  ice-cream  and  swimming  pool 
samples  and  specimens  relating  to  infectious  diseases  throughout  the 
year.  Reports  are  always  promptly  given  and  Dr.  Cook,  the  Director, 
is  to  be  commended  for  his  help  and  advice  on  many  occasions.

The  above  Male  Nurse  covers  the  nursing  of  male  patients,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  heavy  cases  which  require  extra  attention  and  lifting, 
within  the  area. 

Health  Visitors. 

Seven  County  Health  Visitors  serve  the  district  and  their  work  takes 
in  duties  under  the  school  medical,  maternity  and  child  welfare  and 
other  personal  health  services. 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council  maintains  from  its  Divisional  Offices  in 
Woking  a  service  for  the  provision  of  home  helps  in  maternity  cases, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  giving  assistance  in  homes  when  illness  is 
present. 

Some  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  the  recruitment  of  Home 
Helps  and  this  has  been  relieved  to  some  extent  by  the  “  Neighbourly  ” 
Help  Scheme.  Under  this  scheme  a  person  can  earn  up  to  £2  a  week 
for  help  rendered  to  a  neighbour.  Despite  the  wide  publicity  that  has 
been  given  in  the  press  and  at  meetings  there  is  still  considerable 
ignorance  amongst  the  public  regarding  the  Neighbourly  Help  Scheme.

Dr.  M.  Lilliott,  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Surrey  County  Council, 
attended  a  course  of  instruction  at  St.  Stephen’s  Hospital,  Fulham,  in 
connection  with  the  scheme  for  cytological  testing  of  cervical  smears. 
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A  small  number  of  cervical  smears  were  taken  at  the  Weybridge  Clinic 
during  the  year.  It  is  proposed  to  increase  this  considerably  during 
1966.  The  actual  taking  of  cervical  smears  is  relatively  straight¬ 
forward  but  the  interpretation  of  them  requires  highly  skilled  staff 
who  unfortunately  are  in  short  supply.  The  extension  of  this  service, 
therefore,  hinges  on  the  provision  of  good  laboratory  facilities  and 
more  trained  personnel.

Chiropody 

The  County  operates  a  scheme  of  Chiropody  Treatment  for  elderly 
persons,  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons.  Each  patient 
is  normally  expected  to  pay  3s.  Od.  per  treatment.  Home  visits  can 
be  arranged  where  necessary.  The  Walton  and  Weybridge  Old 
People’s  Association  run  a  Clinic  in  the  Rodney  Road  Clinic  premises 
every  Thursday  morning  and  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  morning 
of  each  month  for  elderly  persons.

Ellesmere  (Walton-on-Thames),  Ottershaw  and  Northcroft  (Egham) 
Hospitals  still  continue  to  provide  services  for  the  chronic  sick. 

Further  wards  were  in  use  at  Ellesmere  Hospital  during  1965  but 
the  recruitment  of  staff  still  remains  a  problem. 

The  Walton  and  Weybridge  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  (now 
Committee)  met  seven  times  during  the  year  with  an  average  attend¬ 
ance  of  fifteen.  The  number  of  elderly  people  registered  with  the 
Association  increased  by  about  two  hundred  and  is  now  in  the  region 
of  1,300. 

Day  Centres  have  continued  to  operate  in  Walton-on-Thames  and 
Weybridge.  A  new  Day  Centre  was  opened  in  May  in  Hersham  but 
closed  in  November  because  of  poor  attendance. 

5,876  4  Meals  on  Wheels  ”  were  provided  by  the  Women’s  Royal 
Voluntary  Service  during  1965.  This  number  was  less  than  last  year 
and  it  is  possible  the  reduction  may  be  due  to  the  opening  of  Ellesmere 
Hospital. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  have  provided  relief  nursing  at 
Ellesmere  Hospital  during  week-ends  and  also  rendered  nursing  aid  to 
many  individuals  in  their  own  homes. 
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The  Old  People’s  Clubs  have  continued  to  flourish  during  the  year 
and  for  the  first  time  ever  the  Weybridge  Old  Folk’s  Club  had  to 
close  its  doors  temporarily  to  new  members. 

The  Brooklands  Housing  Society  continues  to  go  from  strength  to 
strength.  Their  successful  endeavours  on  behalf  of  the  old  folk  of  the 
district  were  crowned  by  the  opening  of  “  Leighdale  ”  and  it  is  gratify¬ 
ing  to  note  that  they  already  have  plans  well  in  hand  for  future 
development. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. 

No  action  was  required  under  this  Act  during  the  year.  It  is  usual 
to  use  the  powers  of  persuasion  on  old  people  living  alone  and  in  need 
of  care  and  attention  rather  than  taking  measures  under  this  Act.

Paratyphoid. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  was  notified  during  the  year.  This  occurred 
in  a  schoolgirl  who  had  been  on  a  Mediterranean  tour.  It  was  thought 
possibly  the  infection  had  been  contracted  in  a  Middle  East  country 
or  on  a  ship.  Efforts  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  received  the 
utmost  co-operation  from  the  London  travel  agency  and  the  foreign 
shipping  company  concerned.  The  London  travel  agency  have  since 
recommended  their  clients  making  this  particular  tour  to  have  T.A.B. 
vaccination.

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  was  eleven,  this  showing 
an  increase  of  two  in  the  figure  of  the  previous  year. 

The  Chest  Physician  is  in  attendance  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at  St. 
Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey,  every  week.  New  cases  are  examined  and 
if  confirmed  as  tuberculous  the  Health  Visitor  visits  the  homes  con¬ 
cerned  and  invites  the  contacts  of  the  patient  to  attend  for  further 
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examination.  Clinical  and  X-ray  examination  of  these  contacts  15 
carried  out  and  arrangements  are  made  for  Mantoux  testing  and 
B.C.G.  inoculation  if  found  necessary. 

Tuberculosis  Care  Committee. 

The  local  area  Care  Committee,  of  which  your  Medical  Officer  is 
a  member,  includes  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  district  in  its  sphere 
of  activities.  It  helps  tuberculous  persons  and  their  families  who 
require  assistance  and  advice.  Cases  were  helped  during  the  year  with 
extra  nourishment,  clothing,  household  necessities  and  handicraft 
materials.  Children  who  were  contacts  with  active  cases  at  home  were 
provided  with  seaside  and  country  holidays. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Regulations  regarding  tuber¬ 
culous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172. 

No  action  was  needed  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of 
infectious  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  whose  lodging  or  accom¬ 
modation  prevented  the  adoption  of  proper  precautions  in  the  control 
of  the  disease. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  number  of  school  children  presenting  themselves  for  B.C.G. 
vaccination  remained  satisfactory.  The  number  of  positive  reactors

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Schools — Incidence  of  Tuberculosis. 

A  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a  pupil  attending  a  private 
school  in  the  area  was  admitted  to  a  London  Hospital.  As  already 
mentioned  in  the  introduction,  the  whole  school,  including  staff,  was 
screened  and  no  further  cases  were  detected. 

Mass  Radiography  Service. 

Two  separate  services  are  operated:  — 

1.  — General  Practitioner  Chest  X-ray  Service. 

This  Unit  visits  Walton-on-Thames  weekly,  primarily  to  examine 
patients  referred  for  chest  X-ray  by  their  own  doctors.  2,194  patients 
attended. 

2.  — Normal  Mass  Radiography  Service. 

This  covers  the  examination  of  the  general  public  and  organised 
groups  of  factory  and  office  workers.  7,650  examinations  were  carried 
out. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Water  is  supplied  by  the  Woking  and  District  Water  Company  and 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  No  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  raw  water  were  made  but  samples  of  the  treated 
water  as  supplied  have  been  submitted  at  intervals  to  Messrs.  Rideal, 
Rideal  and  Sciver  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

Two  samples  were  taken  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver 
and  both  proved  satisfactory.  The  results  of  these  examinations  are 
tabulated  on  page  23.  Ten  additional  samples  of  main  water  supplies 
were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  proved  satisfactory. 

Plumbo-solvent  action  was  not  encountered  nor  any  form  of 
contamination. 

15,133  dwelling  houses  with  an  approximate  population  of  49,188 
have  a  direct  mains  water  supply;  in  addition,  9  houses  with  an  esti¬ 
mated  population  of  30  are  supplied  with  mains  water  from  standpipes. 

All  Council  schools  are  provided  with  main  water  supply  and  main 
drainage. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council  has  approved  the  Consultant’s  report  regarding  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  improvements.  This  included  a  proposal  to  acquire  a 
new  site  for  dealing  with  the  Weybridge  area  and  the  ultimate  dis¬ 
continuation  of  the  existing  works  at  New  Haw. 

The  new  site,  known  as  The  Seven  Arches  Bridge  is  north-west  of 
New  Haw  Works  and  enclosed  within  the  Railway  embankments  and 
the  River  Wey  immediately  south  of  Brooklands  Farm,  the  land 
belonging  partly  to  Brooklands  Farm  and  partly  to  Brooklands  Tech¬ 
nical  College.  However,  the  Governors  of  Brooklands  Technical 
College  are  opposed  to  the  use  of  their  land  and  little  progress  has 
been  made  towards  its  acquisition. 

The  Surveyor  is  at  present  making  an  investigation  in  regard  to 
improvements  to  the  foul  water  sewers  within  the  district  and  to  the 
accommodation  of  anticipated  increased  flows.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Mr.  F.  Hulme,  Public  Cleansing  Officer.,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information :  — 

Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection. 

Apart  from  a  period  of  3-5  weeks  during  the  early  summer  in  the 
case  of  two  refuse  collection  sections,  a  weekly  collection  of  house 
refuse  was  maintained  throughout  1965.  Food  shops  and  hospitals 
received  a  twice  weekly  collection  at  least. 

Refuse  continues  to  increase  in  volume  and  the  policy  of  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  continuous  loading  vehicles  continues  so  that  some  compres¬ 
sion  of  refuse  occurs  during  collection  and  relieves  the  difficulties  to 
some  extent. 

Fires  in  refuse  collection  vehicles  due  to  the  placing  of  hot  ashes  in 
dustbins  immediately  preceding  collection,  still  continue.  The 
employees  of  the  Council  exercise  great  vigilance  in  this  connection 
but  on  the  odd  occasion  hot  ashes  do  get  into  the  refuse  collection 
vehicles,  and  cause  serious  fires. 

Development  of  the  paper  sack  system  is  proceeding  and  approxi¬ 
mately  30%  of  the  district  has  been  dealt  with.  We  are  experiencing 
difficulties  with  squirrels  in  the  wooded  parts  of  the  district  but  there 
are  many  more  complaints  regarding  the  activities  of  squirrels  and  the 
damage  they  do  quite  outside  the  paper  sack  area.  A  satisfactory 
guard  has  now  been  found  and  is  being  fitted  as  soon  as  possible  where 
it  is  needed  but  our  investigations  show  that  the  wrapping  of  organic 
matter  does  prevent  the  squirrels  being  attracted  to  the  sacks.  I  am 
sure  that  complaints  re  damage  by  squirrels  quite  apart  from  paper 
sacks  will  progressively  multiply  unless  action  is  taken  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Two  sites  were  in  use  during  1965,  one  site  being  a  joint  concern 
between  a  poultry  keeper  and  the  Council  to  raise  the  level  of  a  boggy 
field,  and  the  other  site  preparing  Council  land  for  ultimate  use  as  a 
public  open  space. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Officer  has  continued  his  visits  to  Pulverisa¬ 
tion  plants  and  Composting  plants  in  operation  in  this  country,  and  in 
the  middle  of  1966  he  will  be  reporting  on  the  use  of  these  systems  of 
disposal  as  a  means  of  carrying  out  controlled  tipping  without  the 
difficulties  which  now  arise  with  untreated  refuse. 
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Cesspool  Emptying. 

This  service  continues  to  expand,  and  the  Dennis  cesspool  emptier 
has  been  working  to  full  capacity.  The  vehicle’s  exhauster  pump  has 
a  deodorant  box  fitted  which  kills  any  obnoxious  smells  during  pump¬ 
ing  operations. 

Car  Disposal  Scheme. 

This  has  continued  during  1965,  and  Chertsey  and  Sunbury  Urban 
District  Councils  are  taking  part  in  the  scheme  under  which  the 
vehicles  are  completely  cut  up  and  scrap  metal  disposed  of  through 
trade  channels.  During  1965,  235  cars  were  dealt  with. 

Staff. 

The  recruitment  of  labour  for  the  various  sections  of  the  department 
has  worsened  considerably  during  the  year  and  necessitates  overtime 
having  to  be  worked.  During  the  summer  9  students  were  employed  at 
various  times  and  without  their  help  our  reputation  of  keeping  to  a 
weekly  collection  would  have  been  ruined.  The  employees  of  the 
department  are  issued  with  suits  of  overalls  and  gloves,  as  well  as 
clothing  to  give  protection  against  cold  and  wet  weather. 

Unless  it  is  possible  to  introduce  some  ancillary  attractions,  I  foresee 
the  department’s  activities  being  in  great  difficulties  during  the  next 
year  or  two,  because  of  labour  difficulties.  We  have  discussed  an 
incentive  bonus  scheme,  without  so  far  reaching  an  agreement,  but  I 
have  in  fact  reached  the  conclusion  that  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  on 
its  own  will  not  remedy  the  persistent  shortage  of  labour.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


1965  showed  a  considerable  overall  increase  in  activity.  Inspection 
statistics  generally  were  up  by  over  twenty-five  per  cent,  although,  as 
has  been  stated  in  earlier  reports,  statistics  give  little  idea  of  the  effort 
involved  in  either  a  positive  or  negative  sense.  For  the  first  time  in 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  experience  a  Justice’s  Warrant 
had  to  be  applied  for  under  the  Public  Health  Act  to  confirm  com¬ 
pliance  with  an  Abatement  Notice  served  in  respect  of  a  dirty  house. 

Items  of  repair  work  secured  at  houses  are  slightly  reduced.  How¬ 
ever,  in  addition,  two  houses  were  reconditioned  overall.  There  was 
correspondingly  greater  activity  in  other  fields. 

The  opening  up  of  the  Walton  Central  Development  has  added  to 
the  number  of  premises  to  be  supervised,  including  a  large  super¬ 
market  incorporating  a  bakehouse  and  catering  facilities.  A  few 
Chinese  restaurants  have  made  their  appearance,  here  and  elsewhere. 

A  marked  increase  will  be  noticed  in  the  amount  of  food  hygiene 
work  secured.  This  is  partly  due  to  a  number  of  long  term  improve¬ 
ment  projects  coming  to  maturity.  A  business,  referred  to  later  as 
having  closed,  had  for  some  years  been  a  cause  of  concern  to  the 
authorities  for  reasons  both  within  and  without  the  scope  of  this 
report.  It  eventually  ceased  to  operate;  demands  made  in  respect  of 
food  hygiene  and  the  provision  of  adequate  sanitation  for  customers 
no  doubt  contributed  to  the  cessation  of  activity. 

The  difficulties  with  the  new  digestor  plant  at  Hersham  referred  to 
last  year  were  largely  overcome  but  early  in  1965  the  use  of  the  plant 
was  discontinued  on,  it  is  understood,  economic  grounds.  In  the  spring 
part  of  the  farm  forming  part  of  the  same  business  came  into  use  for 
the  rearing  of  calves.  This  gave  rise  to  a  number  of  complaints  as  the 
premises  were  close  to  a  residential  estate.  Nevertheless  it  was  not 
until  the  autumn  that  there  was  justification  for  some  intervention  by 
the  Public  Health  Department.  As  in  the  case  of  the  digestor  plant 
the  position  was  complicated  by  a  tendency  to  attribute  to  the  keeping 
of  the  calves  smells  arising  from  agricultural  processes  elsewhere  which 
had  hitherto  gone  unnoticed.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  was 
still  under  review. 

A  small  number  of  complaints  about  noise  continued  to  be  investi¬ 
gated  in  different  parts  of  the  district  with  the  assistance  of  a  noise 
level  indicator.  In  such  cases  the  most  careful  evaluation  is  required. 
Works  to  reduce  noise  level  in  one  instance  connected  with  machinery 
were  in  hand  on  a  voluntary  basis  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
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In  August  the  staff  was  augmented  by  the  recruitment  of  a  Junior 
Clerk/ Shorthand  Typist  and  a  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  com¬ 
menced  practical  training  at  the  end  of  September.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  it  had  become  evident  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  invite  the 
Council  to  appoint  another  Public  Health  Inspector,  no  addition 
having  been  made  to  the  strength  since  1954.  Such  an  arrangement, 
while  easing  the  meat  inspection  and  general  district  work  will  also 
afford  at  the  outset  an  opportunity  to  make  further  progress  with  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  and  the  Compulsory 
Improvement  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964. 

Tensions  arising  over  the  past  thirty  years  from  the  build  up  of  the 
population  in  this  Green  Belt  area,  from  housing  need  and  from  more 
intense  development  in  both  residential  and  business  sectors,  have  led 
to  ad  hoc  demands  on  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  which  make  it 
difficult  to  carry  through  consistently  organised  programmes  for 
improvement,  whether  it  be  in  housing  conditions,  employment  or  the 
various  aspects  of  food  control  and  hygiene. 

The  supply  of  qualified  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  very  short  and 
there  is  just  as  much  difficulty  in  finding  would-be  trainees  with  the 
necessary  qualifications  for  recognition  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
Education  Board,  which  is  a  pre-requisite  for  their  commencing  the 
four  years’  course  of  study  now  compulsory.  Partly  to  combat  this  a 
course  leading  to  the  degree  of  B. Sc.  in  environmental  health  has  been 
instituted  recently  as  an  alternative  to  the  diploma  course  but  it  will 
be  some  years  before  these  graduates  become  available  as  Public 
Health  Inspectors.

Fifteen  outworkers  were  included  in  the  August  list  required  by 
Section  133  (l)(c).

The  Act  provides  for  granting  subject  to  strict  conditions  of  exemp¬ 
tions  in  relation  to  the  requirements  relating  to  space,  temperature, 
sanitary  conveniences,  and  washing  facilities.  There  have  so  far  been 
no  applications  for  such  exemptions.  There  were  no  prosecutions. 

It  was  reported  to  the  Minister  that  three  Inspectors  are  appointed, 
also  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  are  empowered  to  act.  The  number  of  staff  employed  for 
most  of  their  time  on  work  in  connection  with  the  Act  was  nil. 

In  addition  to  the  statutory  report  summarised  above  local 
authorities  were  requested  by  the  Minister  to  submit  with  their  Annual 
Report  a  separate  one  on  the  enforcement  of  the  requirements  to  pro¬ 
vide  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting.  This  was  to  relate  to  the  last  three 
months  of  1965  and  to  contain  tabulated  information  about  office 
premises  inspected  during  the  month  of  November.  A  comprehensive 
resume  of  this  report  and  the  conclusions  drawn  therefrom  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  at  their  meeting 
on  3rd  March,  1966.

Institution  of  proper  precautions  when  cleaning  machinery  1 

During  1965  seventy-six  notices  were  issued  relating  to  short¬ 
comings  of  a  character  similar  to  those  enumerated  above,  mostly  near 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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Eight  accidents  were  reported  and  investigated  and  reports  of  the 
circumstances  were  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour.  One  accident  was 
fatal,  concerning  a  youth  in  a  warehouse  who  fell  from  a  stack  of 
cartoned  goods.  Details  were  reported  to  the  Council  at  the  time. 
Recommended  improvements  in  the  manner  of  stacking  goods  were 
secured  and  the  premises  are  still  under  observation.  The  remaining

While  general  inspections  indicate  that  conditions  on  the  whole  are 
good  with  only  limited  shortcomings  the  Act  is  welcomed  as  a  useful 
piece  of  legislation  for  use  where  necessary.  On  the  other  hand  it 
must  be  remembered  that  shortage  of  labour  is  at  the  present  time  such 
as  to  be  in  itself  a  powerful  lever  for  securing  that  working  conditions 
satisfy  the  employees.  At  least  one  employee  has  been  heard  to  remark 
that  if  conditions  did  not  suit  her  she  would  not  be  working  in  that 
particular  business.  The  attempt  at  universal  surveillance  as  opposed 
to  enforcement  of  the  Act  as  circumstances  dictate  must  in  these  days 
of  shortage  of  local  government  staff  set  up  an  imbalance  of  priorities 
to  the  serious  prejudice  of  other  activities  seeking  to  remedy  conditions 
posing  far  greater  social  problems.  Doubtless  some  workers  enjoy 
better  conditions  at  their  place  of  employment  than  in  their  homes. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye¬ 
laws  or  Regulations.

Swimming  Pools. 

One  privately  operated  open  air  swimming  pool,  to  which  the  public 
are  admitted  and  which  has  also  been  used  by  schools,  was  in  use 
during  the  year.  Ten  bacteriological  samples,  all  of  the  required 
standard,  and  one  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  which  was  slightly 
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less  so,  were  taken.  Three  chloroscope  tests  were  also  made  over  two 
consecutive  days  early  in  the  season,  revealing  inadequate  chlorination. 
The  chloroscope  method  is  a  useful  spot  test  employed  to  supplement 
bacteriological  examination. 

The  continuous  filtration  sterilisation  method  of  purification  is  in 
use  and  ensures  a  clear  water  of  a  high  standard  of  bacterial  purity, 
provided  of  course  that  the  pool  is  not  unduly  overcrowded. 

Four  schools  were  operating  their  own  pools.  Of  twenty-four 
bacteriological  samples  taken  fourteen  were  satisfactory.  Most  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  due  to  inefficient  chlorination  and  this  is 
always  liable  to  arise  where  hand  dosing  technique  without  adequate 
checking  is  used.  As  a  general  pattern  the  position  improved  as  the 
season  wore  on.  One  of  the  four  schools  had  no  unsatisfactory  samples. 
Five  chloroscope  tests  were  made  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  high-light  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  Council’s  new 
swimming  bath,  known  officially  as  the  Elmgrove  Swimming  Bath, 
Kings  Close,  Walton-on-Thames,  which  became  operative  on 
September  15th.  Up  to  the  close  of  the  year  eleven  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken  and  one  chloroscope  test  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  supplementary  to  the  continuous  routine  checks  made  by 
the  Bath  Superintendent.  All  Public  Health  Department  samples  and 
tests  were  satisfactory.  The  Council  take  justifiable  pride  in  their 
swimming  bath,  which  breaks  new  ground  in  matters  of  design,  incor¬ 
porated  partly  to  overcome  problems  of  humidity  and  condensation 
and  the  low  lying  site  with  its  attendant  difficulties  in  excavation  due 
to  ground  water.  The  bath  measures  110  feet  by  42  feet  and  special 
emphasis  was  put  on  low  cost,  low  maintenance  and  special  provision 
for  parking.  The  need  for  redecoration,  apart  from  window  cleaning, 
has  been  kept  to  a  minimum  as  a  result  of  features  incorporated  in  the 
design.  There  is  a  cafe,  accommodation  for  about  four  hundred  spec¬ 
tators,  and  covered  car  parking  for  approximately  seventy-five  cars  and 
also  for  bicycles.  The  whole  is  under  the  management  of  a  profession¬ 
ally  qualified  Bath  Superintendent,  Mr.  J.  A.  Choulerton,  seconded  by 
trained  Pool  Attendants  and  other  staff. 

Mosquito  Control. 

Mosquitoes  are  prevalent  in  the  district  during  the  summer  months 
and  measures  have  been  taken  to  control  this  nuisance.  The  Public 
Health  Department  has  sprayed  ponds  and  ditches  with  larvicide  as 
frequently  as  possible.

The  Council  own  2,463  houses  and  flats,  of  which  585  were  built 
before  the  war.  78  flats  were  built  by  the  Council  in  1965.  37  flats 
and  1  Warden’s  flat  were  in  course  of  erection  by  them  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

588  houses  and  flats  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  families  re-housed  during  the  year  was  205  includ¬ 
ing  28  exchanges  from  houses  of  a  size  unsuited  to  the  occupants. 

The  number  of  applicants  remaining  on  the  Council’s  waiting  list 
with  the  necessary  five  years’  residential  qualification  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  485.  Various  factors,  such  as  deterioration  of  old  houses  and 
the  demand  for  craftsmen  and  skilled  labour  for  new  trading  estates 
keep  this  list  at  a  high  level.

Further  consideration  was  given  to  measures  to  be  taken  under  this 
Act,  which  provides  for  a  limited  measure  of  compulsory  improve¬ 
ment  in  declared  improvement  areas  and  also  on  the  request  of  the 
tenant  in  the  case  of  individual  houses  outside  such  areas.  A  Com¬ 
pulsory  Improvement  Area,  comprising  seventy-nine  houses  in  Walton- 
on-Thames,  was  declared  after  a  preliminary  survey.  Fairly  late  in  the 
year  applications  were  received  from  tenants  of  nine  houses  in  various 
parts  of  the  district.  In  one  case  the  improvements  had  been  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  others,  in  all  but  two  instances,  where 
declarations  of  intent  were  made  by  the  owners,  the  Council  resolved 
to  initiate  the  statutory  procedure.

In  1955  seventy-five  houses  were  scheduled  for  demolition  in  a 
programme  approved  under  section  1  of  the  Act  of  1954. 

By  the  end  of  1958  three  Clearance  Areas  at  Apps  Court  consisting 
of  twenty-two  houses  and  four  flats  had  been  acquired  and  cleared 
and  have  since  been  developed  as  a  housing  site  by  the  Council. 

Four  houses  in  Thames  Street,  Weybridge,  comprising  a  Clearance 
Area  acquired  by  the  Council  during  the  previous  year  were  demo¬ 
lished  in  1962  with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  flats.  It  had  been  hoped 
ro  link  up  this  site  with  a  Clearance  Area  comprising  six  houses  sub¬ 
mitted  in  1962.  This  however  proved  abortive  as  the  Minister  con¬ 
firmed  the  latter  area  subject  to  the  deletion  of  two  “  grey  ”  properties 
whose  sites  would  have  formed  the  essential  link.  The  area  as  con¬ 
firmed  was  cleared  during  1964. 

In  1960  the  Council  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  a  further  five-year  programme  for  the  clearance 
of  sixty  dwellings.  Nine  cottages  in  this  programme  were  declared  a 
Clearance  Area  during  1961  and  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  made. 
Progress  has  been  hindered  by  difficulties  about  access  roads,  etc.  The 
Council  propose  to  erect  old  people’s  flatlets  on  this  site,  which  was 
eventually  cleared  in  1965  and  the  work  of  building  the  flatlets 
commenced. 

Three  of  four  cottages  forming  a  Clearance  Area  at  Oatlands  Park 
were  still  in  course  of  acquisition  under  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order; 
acquisition  of  the  fourth  had  been  completed.  Four  other  houses  in  St. 
Mary’s  Road,  Oatlands  Park,  the  subject  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  made  in  1963,  were  still  in  course  of  acquisition  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  There  were  hopes  of  being  able  to  link  up  these  sites  with 
certain  non-slum  clearance  land  as  well  as  with  further  slum  clearance 
activities  so  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  comprehensive  rehousing 
development.  At  North  Road,  Hersham,  six  of  the  seven  houses  men¬ 
tioned  in  last  year’s  report  had  been  demolished  and  during  December 
the  seventh  became  vacant.  These  sites  are  expected  to  contribute  to 
the  housing  of  the  elderly  and  of  single  persons. 

In  1964  the  Council  submitted  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in 
respect  of  approximately  twenty-two  acres  at  Field  Common,  on  which 
it  was  anticipated  that  two  hundred  and  fifty  dwellings  could  be  pro¬ 
vided,  together  with  some  shops  and  possibly  a  public  hall.  Following 
a  public  inquiry  the  Minister  confirmed  the  Order,  subject  to  slight 
modifications,  early  in  the  New  Year. 
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During  1965  a  further  Clearance  Area  was  declared,  comprising 
four  cottages  in  Anderson  Road,  Oatlands  Park,  and  these  were  in 
course  of  acquisition  by  the  Council.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Since  1949  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  been  responsible  for  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  and  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  milk 
produced  on  the  farm. 

When  unsatisfactory  and  unhygienic  conditions  are  found  on  dairy 
farms  on  inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  these  cases  are 
reported  to  the  County  Inspector  for  necessary  action. 

The  Public  Health  Department  acts  as  agent  for  the  County  Health 
Department  for  the  supervision  of  pasteurising,  sterilising  and  distri¬ 
butors’  establishments  in  the  district  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  issue 
of  Special  Designation  Licences.  This  relationship  will  cease  on  1st 
April,  1966,  when  the  Council  will  supervise  these  establishments  as 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority.

All  milk  produced  and  retailed  in  the  district  is  now  “  specially 
designated,”  that  is,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested.  This 
Milk  Order  came  into  operation  in  1954.  Tests  are  regularly  carried 
out  on  samples  to  ensure  bacterial  purity  and  adequate  pasteurisation 
or  sterilisation  as  applicable.

*  As  all  milk  has  now  to  be  produced  to  the  standards  hitherto  applicable 
to  the  designation  “Tuberculin  Tested  ”,  both  as  regards  health  of  cows  and 
hygiene  of  production  and  distribution,  this  designation  was  abolished  and 
that  of  “  Untreated  ”  substituted  as  from  October  1st,  1964 
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With  effect  from  1st  October,  1965,  a  new  special  designation 
“  Ultra  Heat  Treated  ”  was  prescribed  for  milk  which  had  been  pro¬ 
cessed  by  the  new  ultra  high  temperature  method,  i.e.  heated  to  not 
less  than  270°F.  for  not  less  than  one  second.  The  milk  was  required 
to  satisfy  a  prescribed  colony  count  test.  The  object  of  the  new 
designation  was  to  facilitate  developments  having  the  object  of  pro¬ 
viding  milk  with  a  long-keeping  attribute.  The  amount  of  such  milk 
coming  on  the  open  market  in  the  near  future  was  not  expected  to  be 
very  great.  Only  three  licences  were  taken  up  locally,  evidently  on  the 
off-chance  of  there  being  a  demand ;  no  samples  had  been  procured  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

One  sample  of  Pasteurised  and  three  of  Untreated  milk  were  taken 
additionally  to  the  foregoing  at  catering  establishments  as  a  test  of  the 
state  of  hygiene  of  refrigerated  containers  from  which  milk  was  served 
for  immediate  consumption.  Of  these  two  Untreated  samples  were 
unsatisfactory. 

The  production  of  milk  not  intended  for  subsequent  pasteurisation 
or  sterilisation  having  ceased,  biological  sampling  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  did  not  take  place.

The 

Ministry  of  Health  suggests  that  over  a  six  monthly  period  eighty 
per  cent,  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  grade  I  or  II  and  not 
more  than  twenty  per  cent,  into  grade  III.  No  samples  should  be  of 
grade  IV  quality.  Nine  samples  of  ice  lollies  were  taken  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Meat. 

Seven  hundred  and  seventy-eight  inspections  of  butchers’  shops, 
slaughterhouse  and  other  premises  were  made.  All  meat  found  unfit 
for  human  consumption  was  voluntarily  surrendered,  no  magistrate’s 
order  being  required  in  any  case. 

The  abattoir  at  Hersham  is  the  only  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the 
district.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  was 
equivalent  to  89,741  inspection  units  (a  bullock  is  equivalent  to  10 
units,  a  pig  to  3  units,  a  calf  to  3  units  and  a  sheep  to  2  units),  an 
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increase  of  no  less  than  50  per  cent,  on  1964  and  of  69  per  cent,  on 
1963.  A  somewhat  irregular  flow  of  work  through  the  slaughterhouse 
entails  the  allocation  of  more  time  to  inspection  than  would  otherwise 
be  necessary.  The  equivalent  of  one  Inspector’s  time  had  to  be  ear¬ 
marked  for  the  slaughterhouse  and  some  overtime  was  worked.  The 
total  inspection  fees  for  1965  amounted  to  £1,121  15s.  3d.  at  the 
authorised  maxima  of  2s.  6d.  per  bullock,  etc.,  9d.  per  pig  or  calf  and 
6d.  per  sheep.

The  slaughterhouse  is  not  licensed  in  respect  of  horses.  The  slaughter  of 
adult  cattle  is  extremely  rare. 
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Method  of  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 

Meat  and  offal  from  the  Slaughterhouse  and  Wholesale  Meat 
Depot  are  disposed  of  to  John  Knight,  Ltd.,  of  Silvertown,  and  the 
arrangements  for  collection  are  satisfactory. 

The  remaining  classes  of  unfit  foods  are  collected  by  the  Council’s 
Cleansing  Department  and  suitably  buried  at  their  controlled  refuse 
tips.

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Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

(1)  The  distribution  of  retail  food  premises  is  as  follows : 
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Regulation  16  calls  for  the  provision  of  wash  basins,  suitable  and 
sufficient  water  supply  and  facilities  for  personal  washing.  Regula¬ 
tion  19  calls  for  suitable  and  sufficient  provision  to  be  made,  distinct 
from  that  provided  for  personal  washing,  for  washing  food  and 
equipment.  Regulation  19  only  applies  to  those  trades  v/hich  by  their 
nature  render  it  necessary.  Over  the  years  attention  has  been  given  to 
ensuring  that  deficiencies  in  these  respects  are  made  good. 


(2)  The  following  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  premises  are  included  in  the  foregoing

Two  new  registrations  were  effected  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice¬ 
cream.  There  were  also  two  registrations  for  manufacture  thereof. 
Both  the  latter  related  to  the  making  of  soft  ice-cream  in  catering 
sections  of  larger  establishments.  There  were  two  new  registrations  in 
respect  of  preserved  food,  etc.,  and  one  in  the  latter  category  was 
cancelled  on  discontinuance  of  business. 


(3)  One  dairy,  operated  by  a  producer-retailer  and  registered  by 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  is  included  in  the 
above  figures  because  it  incorporates  the  pasteurising  plant.  Registered 
distributors  also  maintain  twenty-nine  shops  and  retail  distributing 
depots  for  bottled  milk  only,  the  shops  generally  being  of  the  grocery 
and  provision  types.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  one  distributor 
with  a  vending  machine  only,  supplying  milk  prepacked  in  cartons. 
The  only  other  such  vending  machine  was  discontinued  early  in  the 
year.  Three  hundred  and  eighty-three  visits  were  made  to  premises, 
etc.,  dealing  with  milk. 

One  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three  visits  were  made  to 
food  premises  of  all  types.  Included  in  the  total  are  forty-five 
visits  to  canteens.  The  work  in  general  related  to  cleanliness  of 
premises,  prevention  of  flies,  maintenance  of  equipment  and  avoidance 
of  contamination  of  unwrapped  food  on  display.

Fifty-five  bacterial  swabs  of  utensils,  cutlery,  etc.,  were  taken  from 
nine  catering  establishments  and  three  shops  to  check  the  efficacy  of 
the  washing  up  processes.  Fourteen  of  these,  involving  three  licensed 
premises  and  a  cafe,  were  unsatisfactory.  It  has  again  not  been  found 
possible  to  devote  as  much  time  to  this  work  as  might  be  desired  but  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  specimens  was  made  compared 
with  the  previous  year  and  with  a  few  exceptions  the  evidence  points 
to  a  generally  effective  standard  of  washing  up. 

At  twenty-three,  as  compared  with  twenty-nine  the  previous  year, 
the  number  of  refrigerator  failures  showed  a  slight  improvement 
despite  the  undoubted  increase  in  sales  of  frozen  food. 
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Legal  proceedings. 

One  local  bakery  firm  was  fined  £5  on  each  of  two  counts  concerning 
the  sale  of  confectionery  items  containing  a  wasp.  There  were  no 
costs.  A  firm  of  canners  was  fined  £5  with  £3  3s.  costs  in  respect  of 
sediment  found  in  a  tin  of  gooseberries.  A  retail  provision  dealer  was 
fined  £10  plus  £1  Is.  costs  in  respect  of  yoghurt  which  was  out  of  con¬ 
dition,  while  a  firm  of  fruit  packers  was  fined  £5  with  £5  5s.  costs 
arising  out  of  the  presence  of  foreign  matter  in  a  packet  of  mixed  fruit. 
All  of  these  cases  were  taken  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  pleas  of  guilty  being  made  in  respect  of  all  except  that  con¬ 
cerning  the  yoghurt.  No  case  was  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Complaints  about  Food. 

During  the  year  forty-eight  complaints  were  received.  They  con¬ 
cerned  in  general  foreign  bodies,  food  out  of  condition  and  in  a  very 
few  cases  presence  of  insects,  etc.,  together  with  six  cases  of  dirty  milk 
bottles.  Twenty-two  of  the  complaints  were  considered  to  be  justified 
but  in  nine  of  these  the  purchaser  was  unwilling  to  give  evidence. 
Eleven  other  cases  may  have  been  justified  but  flaws  in  the  chain  of 
evidence  precluded  prosecution.  In  three  other  cases  the  food  had  been 
bought  outside  the  district  and  these  were  referred  to  the  Local 
Authorities  concerned.  Two  of  these  purchasers  also  lived  outside  the 
district  and  their  motives  for  coming  to  this  Council  are  difficult  to 
understand. 

Of  the  thirteen  justified  complaints  where  the  purchaser  was  pre¬ 
pared  to  testify,  three  resulted  in  prosecutions  dealt  with  in  the 
previous  item  and  in  one  other  the  vendor  was  made,  under  pain  of 
prosecution,  to  carry  out  at  considerable  expense  extensive  disinfesta¬ 
tion  of  his  establishment  for  the  eradication  of  larvae  which  had  been 
found  present  in  the  food  the  subject  of  the  complaint,  after  the  matter 
had  received  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee.  Informal  warnings  were  given  in  three  slight 
cases  where  food  was  out  of  condition.  There  were  six  instances  of 
dirty  milk  bottles,  where  it  was  evident  that  the  bottles  had  been  in 
that  condition  at  the  time  they  were  filled  outside  the  Council’s 
District.  Inability  to  prove  at  which  of  a  number  of  bottling  plants  the 
bottling  had  taken  place  ruled  out  proceedings  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959,  and  the  Council  decided  to  take 
up  the  matter  again  with  the  Ministry  and  with  the  Urban  District 
Councils  Association.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  prosecuting 
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such  cases  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  which 
deals  with  the  sale  of  food  not  of  the  nature,  etc.,  demanded  by  the 
purchaser.  This  however  is  not  considered  appropriate  in  the 
generality  of  these  instances  where  the  bottle  has  become  coated  on  the 
inside  with  inert  in-organic  material,  such  as  cement,  products  of 
combustion  of  fireworks,  etc.,  and  has  been  subsequently  washed  and 
sterilised,  all  loose  material  having  been  removed. 

Whenever  there  is  a  reasonable  prima  facie  case  for  prosecution  the 
matter  is  reported  to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  after 
discussion  with  the  Council’s  legal  officers.
